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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 6, 7, and 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: Recitation of 
"said first second" and "said third wire" lack sufficient antecedent basis in claims 6 and 9, and 
"said wire rest" should read -said second wire rest — in claim 7. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. It is unclear what is meant by "said wire rest spaced from the end of the first 
wire" when the wire rest extends from the first wire in claims 1 and 7, and the figures show the 
wire rest extending from an end of the first wire; if "the end of the first wire" is an end that is 
opposite the wire rest extending end, the limitation should be written to be clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application 
for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, and 10 are rejected as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Harima (4,725,230). Harima discloses an orthodontic wire retainer comprising a 
first metal wire 1 1, a second metal wire 12, a pair of third metal wires (figure 1), the third metal 
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wires attached to the first and second metal wires to form an annular bridge, and a wire rest 1 5 
extending from the first wire, as understood, the rest spaced from the end of the first wire. 
Figure 1 shows a wire clasp that is W-shaped and the wire rest is L-shaped. Figure 1 shows the 
wire rest having a first section attached to the first wire and extending toward the second wire. 
Figure 1 shows a second wire rest on the opposite side of the retainer from the (first) wire rest 
with the same configuration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 6 and 9 are rejected as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Harima. Harima discloses an orthodontic wire retainer that shows the limitations as 
described above and the wire rest having a second section attached to the first section; however, 
Harima does not show the second section extending toward the third wire. It would have been an 
obvious matter of choice to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made as 
to the orientation of the second section of the wire rest as it is not disclosed as critical to the 
claimed invention. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed November 9, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The prior art shows the structural limitations as claimed. Applicant's argument 
as to how the rests of the prior art are formed is not relevant to the claimed structure. 
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Furthermore, applicant's figures and specification are not clear as to what is the end of the first 
wire and its relationship to the wire rest.

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
